Tue premier place is given in the March 
issue of The Westminster Review to an arti- 
cle entitled * A New Situatidn in Chins,’ 
from tho pen of Mr William Robertson, 
formerly assistant editor of the China Mail. 
Me Robortaon was a close observer of Chi- 
nese affairs during his residence in. Hong- 
kong, and is, therefore, well qualified to 
discuss what he stylos ‘a new situdtion in 
China.’ The problem of the, better ad- 
ininistration of China is an old one. What- 
cver novelty it has: at tho present time 
arises from the proponderating influence of 
Russia, alike in Chino’s relations with the 
-other-Fereign—Powers and .the_ steps she-is 
taking, in her own peculiar way, . to de- 
vclop the internal resources of the country. 
Whilst not in love with Lord Rosebery's 
policy during the China-Japan war, Mr 
Robertson is not inclined to blame him 
ovormuch for missing his two opportunities 
of preserving tho integrity of the Chineso 
Empire and thereby forestalling Russian 
interference. Ho holds that as soon as the 
demands of Japan had been formulated, 
the British Government should have 
stopped in and demanded that the proposed 
treaty between China and Japan should be 
submitted to the Great Powers for adjust- 
ment. By so doing, thoy might have pre- 
yonted Russia from sequiring a prepondor- 
ating influence at Poking-and the virtual 
suzerainty of Northern China, Leaving the 
dead past to bury ite dead, however, Mr 
Robertson proceeds to enquire into the 
future policy of Great Britain in order 
to obtain a set-off against Russia's suc- 
cesses in tho north, and wildly upbraida 
the people of England for their apathy in 
Chineso affhirs. In his proposals, as it 
happens, he is somewhat behind the times; 
explainable, doubtless, by the fact that his 
article was written before he was aware of 
the successes of Sir Claude Macdonald and 
his—faithful-henchman, Mr. E, H. Fraser, 
the British Consul dt Canton. Had Mr 
Robertson been aware that the opening of 
tho West River, in reality, had ben cons 
eeded, and that what appears to be a satis. 
factory working arrangement had been’ ar- 
rived at on tho yexod question of lekin and 
transit passes, we do uot suppose he would 
have suggested a coalition between Frunce 
and, Great Britain to obtain’ from 
-unailling Chinese aMiniate eonssssione. 
vhich will result in the expansion of 
foreign. trade in South China and 
tho gradual betterment of -tho abori- 
gincs, There may be valid. reasons why 
France and Great_Britain should make 
common action against the Chinese man- 
darinute in Central and Southern China; 
but, for our own part, we fuil to see how 
any amicable understanding between these 
two great Powers can over bu arrived at 40 
long as tho French display a spirit of un- 
disguised enmity towards everything Bri- 


tish and use every possible means to 


thwart the expansion of British trade in 
tho interior of China. France is playing 
her own game on the frontier of South- 
west China—nothing short of acquisition, 
tho gradual absorption, of the richer strips 
of ‘Chinese territory and the mouopolisa- 
tion of the principal trade routes into Cen- 
tral China. ‘The British Ministor hos 
been able to scoro tho first point, and it is 
not unlikely that the opening of the West 
River will havo far-reaching effects upon 
the subsequent policy in South China of 
more than ono European Power. How-) 
ever, that isa anatter that lies in tho un- 
known future, and may well be allowed to 
in in the backgroud

Thin 
yroved. to hea repurt of Mr Labotchero's 
Thtest speech on Crete. ‘* You have been so 
very fair,’ Mr Rhodes romarked by way of 
preface ; and then he mentioned that she 
huppeneil to cut out of the paper what the 
honourable member had said the other 
night. * You won't mind my reading it?’ 
he amiably added. {ft was a delightful 
piece of comedy. 
speech with great gusty, interpolating re- 
murks to fit the Cretan analogy to the case 
of Fohannesburg. Everybody smiled, Mr 
Labouchore himself taking the retort with 
adinirable temper, ‘That is the reply I 
niake to you,’ said Mr Rhodes when he 
had finished. tho recitation of his an. 
tagonist's defence of revelation ; "1 feel 
kvenly on the Tronavaal question just as 
you feel keenly on the Cretan question.’ 
‘Your view is,’ queried Mr Labouchere 
‘that the sooner Kruger and his Boers 
are cleared ut the better?’ ‘No,’ snid the | 
witness in Lhe coolest manner. ‘1 will put 
it becter than that, My view is that the 
sooner they give Englishmen 8 share in tho 
Government, the better it will be for Sonth 
Africs,’ ‘And if they don't, you think you 
would be justified in taking means to force 
them ? asked Mr Labouchere, The witness 
paused for a moment. Then a gleam of in- 
spiration lit bis face, and, holding up the 
Little newspaper cuttiny with  Lalby’s’ 
Cretan speech, he explained—‘1 think 
exactly ax you think,’ "So you are prepare 
ed to do it’ again ¢ insigted tue member for 
Northampton. *N fine, constitutional- 
ly" answered the witness with a Iaugh, 
YA very iurge word,’ retorted Mr Lite 
bouchere. . 

There was some conversation whet the 
members were on their feet about to depart 
na to the future jirogress of the inquiry. 
1é has been dividyd into two parts; and Mr 
Rhodes is to be subsequently examined as 
to the gencral adininistrarion of the Char- 
tered Coinpany. He said he did nut want 
to ‘hang about’ in London; but would 
retarn from South Africs whenever wanted. 
At the rate at which you are going on,’ he 
coolly remarked, ‘this thing muy take two 
years.’

CYCLISTS WHO RACE TO 
F UN 
EVERD THAT SOON BRINGS “AIFHT 
“You may, talk about the advantiges of 
being a quod business manf but they are 
nothing ws compared with the present day 
bencfits to be derived fron being a speedy 
cyclist.’ So the writer was assured by a 
gentleman whe is an eminent anthority on 
all matters concerned with the sport refer- 
red to. ‘Hore is an instance of what T 
mean. I know.two young fellows, formerly 
in the same employ. They started together 
st two pounds aweek, A.s being the 
better worker, wentwhead of ue He spent 
his spare time acquiring knowledge likely 
to be of use to him in business, and svon 
was getting three pounds per week. His 
colleague 3. employed his after-hours in 
cycling; took to racing, won prizes and o 
name on the path. Bofore A. got another 
risa of ten shillings, B., in tho service of a 
big cycle firm, wns drawing twenty-cight 
pounds 6 month and ali expenses, That, 
while proving my contention, is, however, 
a yory moderate axample of ‘thy-profits 
mude by racing men eo “of them 
recently, totalling up his earnings, confessed 
to having made just over two ‘thousand 
pounds incten months { But itis difficult 
to gnuge the incomes of the front-rank 
mon, they boing most cleverly ‘managed’ 
by. experienced agents, who are cireful to 
cunceal the ‘show’ values of their respeotive 
charges, lest some other champion , should 
prove, he could command more money. 
Numbers of these men, nuw commanding 
srinesly imeomes, were once in quite 
humble situations. Amongst the most 
famous and best-paid performers may be 
noticed individuals who were formerly 
collicrs, bakers or butchers. And to their 
credit J may record that, considering the 
lowly origin of many even of tho first-flight 
racing men, it is remarkable what a gentle- 
manly, sportsmanlike set of fellows these 
professionale are.
